Congress Asks Reduction In 
Liberty Bond Rediscount Rate

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.— A resolution expressing the belief of 
congress that the federal reserve board should reduce the rediscount 
rates on Liberty bonds to four'per cent and on agricultural and com­ 
mercial paper to five per cent was introduced in the house today, by 
Representative Fulmer of South Carolina. 
By a vote of 159 to 87 the house today passed an additional ap­ 
propriation of $48,500,000 for the shipping board. 
The bill also provides that only three employes of the board can he 
paid more than $12,500 and that all salaries paid special attorneys shall 
be approved by the department of justice. 
A move to force reduction in the army and navy in advance of the 
disarmament conference was made today. 
Representative Cable, Ohio, introduced a bill making drastic cuts 
in the number of midshipmen at Annapolis and cadets at West Point. 
His bill would reduce the cadets from 1,261 to 742 and the mid­ 
shipmen from 2,378 to 596, but would not affect the present classes. 
Cable said his bill would restore the military and naval academies 
to their peace time basis.

Urges Merging of World Gold 
To End Panics, Secure Peace 


U nited Pres# Leased W ire 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13—Merg­ 
ing of the world’s entire gold 
supply Into 
a 
single reserve 
was urged by Alfred Owen Cro­ 
zier today as the one solution of 
the international financial situ­ 
ation. 
Crozier, a recognized author­ 
ity on monetary m atters and in­ 
ternational 
law, declared in an 
interview that he believed the 
W ashington disarmament confer­ 
ence would develop into a new 
and permanent association 
of 
nations and that concentration 
of the world’s gold would be a 
natural corollary. 
Such a super-reserve, accord­ 
ing to Crozier, would have these 
results: 
Stabilization of international 
finance and commerce 
Prevention of sudden and dis­ 
astrous inflations or deflations 
of domestic currency. 
Self-financing, through interest 
profits of the world bank and 
the association of nations. 
Effectively prevent future war 
by rendering impossible 
their 
financing- 


“The entire world’s supply of 
gold amounts to only $8,000,000,- 
000, about half of which is now 
held in the United States," said 
Crozier. 
“Yet the aggregate debt of the 
two score principal nations is 
more than $200,000,000,000 
and 
this combined with the billions 
of dollars of international com­ 
merce provides a world finan­ 
cial structure of possibly $500,- 
000,000,000 — all resting on the 
meagre $8,000,000,000 actual gold 
supply.” 
Crozier explained that lf all 
gold were held in one place— 
and, according to some authori­ 
ties, in a solid mass it would 
represent a cube only ten feet 
on 
each 
stide — the world 
monetary body could issue 
an 
international currency, say 
to 
the 
extent 
of 
$40,000,000,000 
which could be employed by the 
individual nations as the base 
for their domestic currency, in 
the same way they use gold now. 
The interest rate could be ad­ 
justed to meet economic or even 
political conditions, thus insur­ 
ing stabilization of industry and 
trade.

At this garage it was stated that 
women ran to extremes in their at­ 
titude towards work on their cars.

said. 
‘‘As a rule we find women easy to

"then she is absolutely without rea­ 
son. 
A woman could bring in a 
car broken in two pieces, and if she 
wanted to use it to go to a card par­ 
ty in the afternoon, no amount of 
explaining could make it clear to her 
why she couldn’t have it.” 
“But women aren't funny — un­ 
less of course you think It was funny 
when a woman driver assured us 
that oil was coming up around the 
snark plugs, and when we investi­ 
gated we found she meant the cylin 
der head bolts.” 
Fifty-Fifty Proposition 
“ When it comes to presence 
of 
mind in an emergency, it is about 
a fifty-fifty proposition,” stated Neil 
Edgar of the Oakland agency. “Men 
nre more mechanical in their driv­ 
ing, and 
hence in their reactions 
than women, but our experience has 
been they don’t think as quickly. 
“However, we find 
that 
women 
don’t figure in as many accidents as 
men — mainly because they depend 
upon a mechanic to keep their car 
in order, realizing that they aren't 
familiar with its needs. 
A man 
will feel sure that 
he 
knows all 
about his 
own 
engine 
and 
the 
chances are ten to one that it needs 
something that

dream of. 
“We had a man take out a car 
on a Saturday. 
On Sunday, armed 
with an instruction book, he took 
the whole thing apart and then tried 
to put it together aeain. 
That car 
never did run properly, and at the 
end of six months, we took it hack 
and sold him a new car on his as­ 
surance that he w’ould leave It alone. 
The second car never gave, him any 
trouble, and 
he assures every one 
that it is the best car in the world." 
Psychological Question 
At the Cadillac garage, M. B. Lacy 
spoke of the lack of serious accidents 
among the higher priced cars, 
and 
wondered what the psychology of it 
was. 
“Is it because the driver of a high 
priced car feels a greater sense 
of 
responsibility and therefore avoids 
taking chances which other drivers 
take — often 
disastrously?" 
he 
questioned. 
“We find that women make excel­ 
lent drivers Lacy said. 
“They don’t 
pretend to know' very much about 
their car, beyond its outer charac­ 
teristics, but they certainly do ap­ 
preciate a handsome car. 
‘‘Nor do we find them fussy 
to 
deal with. 
A woman will bring the 
car In with the assertion that there 
is a knock or a squeak which should 
not be there — and she is generally 
right — it shouldn’t.” 
** We find the difference between 
men and women when it comes 
to 
operating a car.” said the busy me­ 
chanic at the Maxwell garage. ‘They 
are alike in that when a car runs, 
it is all right, and when it stops, the 
garage man can fix It.

realize him some profit. 
Any other 
course is not in the interest of the 
state or of ultim ate economy.” 
On page 109 of the report of the 
M otor Club which is made a part of 
the joint report, considerable com­ 
parison of day labor and contract 
work appears. 
In this com parison 
it is shown th at $6,909,000.00 has 
been expended for day labor work 
under the direction of the highway 
commission 
and 
the 
conclusions 
reached amply corroborate the first 
quotation made herein, i. e., the con­ 
clusions of the engineers of the Au­ 
tomobile Club of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
In Appendix B, page 172-173 of the 
Study of California Highway System 
by the U. S. B ureau of P ublic Roads, 
conclusions on this im portant ques­ 
tion are reached as follows: 
“Taking ten contract jobs as repre­ 
senting average of contract work the 
overrun above engineers’ estim ates 
average 39 per cent, w hereas ten 
sim ilarly 
selected 
day labor jobs 
representing the average for day la­ 
bor work show an overrun above en­ 
gineer’s estim ates of 193 per cent. 
In one instance this amounted to 570 
per cent increase above the original 
engineer’s estim ate.” 
W hile the above appears to u tte r-1 
ly condemn 
day labor work, 
the 
field departm ent of the club does not 
believe th at such is the contention 
or th eir engineers, as they well real­ 
ize th at day labor work, when good 
judgm ent is used, is a safeguard to 
eith er state or county highway offi­ 
cials which will prevent com bina­ 
tions among contractors th at m ight 
be detrim ental to the people’s in ter­ 
est. 
The criticism must, therefore, 
be taken to apply to the m ethods em ­ 
ployed by the State Highway Com­ 
m ission; or, in other words, the lack 
of 
judgm ent 
shown 
in 
m any in­ 
stances. 
W hile the governm ent’s report at 
some length deals with the reasons 
given by the S tate Highway Com­ 
m ission 
or its 
engineering depart­ 
m ent 
for the excessive 
day labor 
cost, the conclusions reached m ust 
in our judgm ent be based on the re­ 
sult shown by the actual and ab­ 
norm al 
increased 
cost. 
F u rth er­ 
more, in the audit of the books of 
C alifornia 
H ighw ay 
Commissioh, 
which was perform ed at the auto 
club's expense by the Taxpayers As­ 
sociation of California, the follow­ 
ing quotation is pertinent to this 
question. 
“Exhibit 2 shows the description 
and location of day labor jobs ar- 
rang(||HptumericaIly. 
No estim ates 
are 
n, since we were unable to 
locate any com prehensive file relat­ 
ing to estim ates on day labor jobs. 
in only a few scattering instances 
w ere such estim ates located, these 
instances being cases in which bids 
were called for and the work done 
later as day labor jobs. ’ 
In the publicity m atter issued by 
the Club there has been considerable 
attention given to this question. The 
northern club in sim ilar publicity 
work has given even more space to 
this m atter. 
In view of these facts and m any 
others which are easily ascertain a­ 
ble relative to the failures of road ! 
building by the S tate Highway Com­ 
m ission and approved by the Gov- | 
ernor and condem ned by the public j 
at large, how can the Supervisors of I 
our county join together in com-) 
m ending the State Highway Commie-, 
sion and its policy and m anner of 
construction? 
On behalf of my a s­ 
sociates to whom this com m unica­ 
tion is addressed, I ask this question. 
“Do you desire your road tax money 
expended for the kind of roads, etc., 
that have been and are being built 
by the S tate Highway Commission 
as a policy for the building of paved 
roads in our own county?”

WANTED—HOUSES FOR RENT 


The rental situation in Santa Ana is b a d —dis­ 
tinctly, decidedly, disastrously so. 
Everybody who 
really knows aynthing about it will agree that it is so. 
To be sure, there may be some exaggeration in 
some of the statements that are made in this respect, 
but it is undoubtedly true that Santa Ana is losing 
scores if not hundreds of desirable accretions to its 
population because its supply of houses for rent is 
wholly inadequate to meet the demand. 
Most of these people are both able and willing to 
buy homes—and no doubt would ultimately do so 
but they want time to look around before deciding 
finally. 
And, of course, there are many desirable 
prospective residents among the new-comers who may 
not be able to finance a home of their own. 
It would seem that here is a crying community 
demand that is worthy of earnest effort to supply. 
Surely a joint committee of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the M. and M. and the Realty board could 
devise some plan for the organization of a ‘‘Building 
and Rental Company” for the purpose of building 
houses for rent. 
There is no safer or sounder invest­ 
ment than good Santa Ana improved real estate. 
At prevailing rentals there is good money in rent­ 
ing houses. 
Moreover, a “Building and Rental Com­ 
pany,” operating on a large scale, could build and 
rent houses at smaller original cost and at less ex­ 
pense of administration than individuals can. 
But even if the profitableness of the investment 
were doubtful as to an attractive rate of interest, we 
believe there are many men and women who would 
put money into such a company largely on a public 
spirited basis—that is, they would be satisfied with a 
very low rate of interest on their money in such a safe 
investment as the shares of such a company would 
constitute. 
We believe, however, that a Building and 
Rental company operating in Santa Ana, under care­ 
ful management and supervision, could be made to 
pay handsomely, without charging exorbitant rentals 
for its properties. 
Here is a mighty good job for some live wire, to 
orgaiit?e such a company as suggested and became 
its president and manager. 
The right kind of a man, 
even without capital of his own, would undoubtedly 
receive the hearty co-operation of the C. of C., M. 
and M., Realty Board, bankers and public spirited 
citizens generally. 
If sponsored by the above named 
civic organizations The Register would support such 
an enterprise to the limit with news and editorial 
publicity and even with free advertising space.

The field is now ripe, however, for the rapid 
developm ent of this side of the movie industry. 
B etter distributing agencies which are in touch with 
the organizations seeking educational and industrial 
films will find grow ing demand for their services. 
The moving picture appears to have a w orthy 
contribution to m ake to education. 
T here are many

CONGRESSMEN FAVOR CHANGE 


An article by William H. Crawford in this month’s 
World’s Work brings out the fact that fifty senators 
and fifty congressmen when interviewed all declared 
that they were dissatisfied with the governmental ma­ 
chinery in operation at W ashington. They all agreed 
that the machinery is so cumbersome that in many 
respects the government does not meet effectively the 
tasks which our complex civilization puts upon it. 
Among the matters discussed in the article is the 
| hwdg' t system, for which a bill has been passed and 
•Sped by President Harding, and the proposal that 
cabinet members be given seats in congress. 
Something of the respect that is held for the opin­ 
ions of Congressman Phil D. Swing of this district 
can be judged from the fact that World’s Work quotes 
Swing’* statement upon the matter of allowing cabi­ 
net members to sit in congress. Of the IOO legisla­ 
tors who were interviewed by the World’s Work repre­ 
sentative, the views of less than half a dozen congress­ 
men are given directly. 
Swing is quoted as follows: 
“One advantage of allowing members of the cabi­ 
net seats in congress that I do not think you have 
mentioned is that, under the present system, congress 
gets its information about the needs of the depart­ 
ments at second-hand. 
The secretary of the depart- 
ment appears before the committee and tells of the 
aced* of his department. 
The committee questions 
him minutely but its members carry back to the open 
session only what they remember of his statement, 
and they are unprepared to answer new questions ’chat 
may arise, which they have failed to ask the secretary. 
If he appeared on the floor of the house he could 
answer these unilluminated points. As it is, congress 
works pretty much in the dark and perforce must 
take the secretary’s word concerning such legislation 
as he desires." 
Swing, no doubt, is an energetic and forceful rep­ 
resentative of the new type of congressman, the man 
who wants to get things done, who would cut red tape 
and free congress of the shackles of tradition and 
custom.
